The White House today promised a 
statement from President Truman 
on ths controversy over the hous- 
ing program which reportedly has 
led to a decision by Housing Ex- 
pediter Wilson Wyatt to resign. v

Charles G. Ross said the statement 
would be issued today or tomor- 
row. 


"There is a very definite possi- 


bility it will come today, but not 
a certainty", he told a news con- 
ference. 


Ross was asked what informa- 


tion he had as to whether Wyatt 
is quitting. There is nothing on 
Wyatt yet, Ross replied. 


Another reporter then asked 


whether the president's forthcom- 
ing statement would be an an- 
nouncement that Truman is ac- 
cepting Wyatfs resignation. 


Declines Prediction 


"I make no forecast", Ross re- 


plied. 


Friends said Wyatt decided to 


step out rather than accept a com- 
promise in his demands for fuller 
authority to push the program 
along the lines he declares are 
necessary. 
His resignation has 


not been announced officially, but 
an official in close touch with the 
White House said it probably 
would be by tomorrow. 


The

Davis, "Doc" All-America Again 


New York, Dec. 4 — (AP) — 


Glenn Davis and Felix Blanchard, 
Army's irresistible backs, became 
today the first pair of teammates 
ever to achieve the All-American 
football team for three consecutive 
years. 


Tins gave Army two places on 


the 1946 Associated Press team, a 
distinction also won by Notre 
Dame. 


Starting with Walter Camp's 


first 
All-American 
selection in 


1889, 
and continuing through the 


AP teams, only 15 men previous 
to Davis and Blanchard won first 
team honors for three or more 
consecutive years.. The last was 
Red Grange, Illinois halfback of 
1923. 
1924, and 1925. 
Never be- 


fore have teammates accomplished 
this feat. 


Xotre Dame's finest were John 


Lujack, crafty quarterback, and 
George Connor, towez'ing tackle. 


Whereas in 1945 Army so com- 


pletely overpowered all collegiate 
competition as to place five men 
on the first team, this year found 
the Cadets much closer pressed. 


Geographical distribution of men 


on the first three teams reflects a 
swing of football's wartime center 
of gravity in the east towards the 
west and south. 


The east placed two men on the 


first team—Blanchard and Davis; 
the south three, the midwest four, 
the southwest one, and the far 
west one. Taking into account the 
full squad of three teams, the east 
tad six. the south nine, the south- 
vest three, the 'midwest 10, and 
:he far west five.

George Tech center ac- 
claimed by many as the greatest 
collegiate center of recent years; 
and Charles Trippi. the Georgia 
back who is a worthy running 
mate to Blanchard and Davis. 


From the southwest came Wei- 


don Humble, mighty Rice guard, 
and from the far west Burr Bald- 
win. 
UCLA end who was such a 


great factor in his team's victories. 


It was fitting that the 1946 sea- 


son, which broke all collegiate at- 
tendance records and sent foot- 
ball surging back into the sun- 
light after being shadowed by 
war for five years, brought out 
backfield competition of the high- 
est order. 


The 1946 second team backfield 


was almost on a par with the first, 
and one in particular — Bobby 
Layne of Texas — stands out as 
among the finest of recent years. 


If it were possible to expand, 


the first team to include five back- 
Lujack and Connor are Elmei 
Held men. Layne would be on it. j 
and almost as much could be said 
of the others who were placed on 
the second team—Herman Wede- 
meyer of St. Mary's, a 1945 first- 
tearner whose demotion was due 
to the higher level of play; Ernie 
Case, 26-year-old UCLA quarter- 
back who was equally good on of- 
fense and defense; and Ben Rai- 
mondi, Indiana's phenomenal 
passer.

An adequate suppiy of water, at the 


proper temperature, must be provided 
laying hens during the winter, as well 
as at all other seasons, if maximum 
year-round egg production is to be 
maintained. 


Farmers, having electricity, enjoy 


an advantage in meeting this goal, 
since it makes possible the winter use 
of a pressure water system for chicken 
houses, and provides the 
current 


uncovered a practical and economical 
means for eliminating cold weather 
supply line worries.
